The Bond Issue 


Many questions are being asked by residents regarding the 
$150, 000 bond issue for repair and expansion of the city's 
water system, In orderto answer these questions for our readers 
the News-Herald put them to the water committee of the city 
council and the committee answered them as follows below, 
The city's answers were based on information provided by the 
water engineers, Williams & Works, of Grand Rapids,

QUESTION: How come the improvements to our water system 
will cost $150, 000? 
ANSWER; The two wells drilled, pumps and pump house and 


in-service costs are $30, 000, Construction of about 8,000 feet — 


of 8-inch and 7, 000 feet of 6-inch water mains and repairs to 
‘the existing water storage costs are $120, 000, ; 
QUESTION: How come we have to do this work now? 
ANSWER; Our entire water system has become inadequate over 


the years and now js not in keeping with our higher rate of ° 


water use, which ismany times more than 80 years ago, There 
has been a tremendous increase in water use in homes and 
_ factories, It has been 20 years since a water well has been 
drilled, There were several days last summer that if the city 
had had a major fire there would have been no water in the 
_ Mains with which to fightit, —......— eels ns a Na 
QUESTION: Why did we let our water system become so in- 
adequate? 
ANSWER: Failure of the city over the years to charge a sub- 
stantial water rate to users to have a fund with which to repair 
and expand the water systern as needed, Now it must be done 
at once to avert a major water shortage or a possible fire dis- 
aster, 
QUESTION: How is thecity going to pay for this improvement? 
ANSWER: Increased water rates were adopted by the city 
councilrecently and will become effective April 1, 1966. The 
new rates are based onreports of our consulting water engineers, 
They report that the incredsed water rates will be sufficient to 
pay off the obligation bonds without.assessing hew millage on 
East Jordan property and they will provide for future main- 
tainance and minor expansion. 
QUESTION: Why then do we have to vote on the bond issue? 
ANSWER; Municipalities can sometimes get general obligation 
bonds at a lower rate of interest than if they resort to the self 
liquidating type of bonds; and general obligation bonds must 
be voted upon by the people. 
QUESTION: Then if we vote "yes" on the bond issue, we will 
pay a higher water rate without additional taxes? 
ANSWER: Yes. This is in the opinion of our water engineers, 
but the new water rates will go into effect whether the bond 
issue passes or not. 
QUESTION: Will our sewer bill also be raised along with the 
water rates, they are both on the water bill each quarter? 
ANSWER: No, Only that portion of your bill marked "water" 
’ will be increased. 
QUESTION: Sore people are saying: “Fix the wells to give 
us enough water and let the rest of the system go. Is that 
possible? 
ANSWER: No, Our inadequate size mains now in use will not 
properly distribute new sources of water to the users and the 
water storage facilities. Our water storage is also badly in need 
of repair.

Council Puts Question 


On April Ballot 


Residents of East Jordan will 
have opportunity to vote on the 
question of establishing a civil 
service system to govern some 
phases of the police department. 

The city council has passed a 
resolution. to put the question on 
‘the annual election ballot April 


. 4th. 


If the system is established by 
the voters, three persons ap- 
pointed by the council to act 
without pay, would constitute 
the local civil service com~ 
mission, The city clerk would 
act as clerk of the agency, 

Tue new commission would 
operate without cost to the city. 

Operating between the police 
department and the city council, 


__the three-man commission would 


hear all complaints against any 
policeman and give the officer 
opportunity for an _ official 
hearing, Only on recommen- 
dation of the commission would 
the officer be dismissed or re- 
tained, 

New policemen joining the 
department would be required to 
take a civil service examination 
administered by the commission 
and city council, 

It is said that under the civil 
service altangement, police- 
men may operate more efficiently 
without fear of petty reprisals 
for doing their job as required by 
law, 

Thus, itissaid, citizens of the 
community are assured that time, 
training, money and education 
spent on an officer by the city 
would not be lost through a petty 
incident or through private or 
political feelings against a police: 
man, something that might re- 


sult in his unwarrented dismissal, 
It is said that under the new 
system, a policeman would have 


greater incentive to better him~ * 


self through police education, 
knowing that his job would be 
more secure; and he would be 
better ableto carry outhis duties 
asa policeman, knowing that the 
three-man commission has final 
say whether he is doing his job 
properly. 

Police salary, daily working 
conditions, expansion or re= 
duction of the police department, 


would rest with the city council” 


itself, 

Through the local civil ser- 
vice examination, it is said, the 
city would receive better qualified 


policemen,..who.would be assured. 


of their positions as long as they 
did their job according to the law. 

The civil service system for 
local operation {fs authorized by 
the state and is set up to operate 
for both police and fire depart- 
ments, But since East Jordan 
does not havea full time fire 
department, the local com- 
mission could not act for that 
agency. 

The systern becomes man« 
datory in East Jordan only upon 
a vote of the people atthe,polls. 

Local commissions have been 
set up for other northern Mich- 
igan communities and in some 
cases have proven to be highly 
valuable when personal grudges 
were worked against police of- 
ficers who did not warrant being 
dismissed, 

The civil service commission 
has final authority in any such 
cases brought against a police-

SPEED-UP THE MAIL 


A letter can some times take a couple of days to 
travel across town or almost a week to make a 100- 
mile trip, according to “Crisis in the Post Office” 
in the March issue of Reader’s Digest. 2s 

After researching the archaic methods of sorting 
mail in the major-post offices, and comparing them 
to a mechanized operation_.the authors conclude 
that a new era of prompt mail delivery is in prospect 
when ZIP (Zoning Improvement Plan) is fully oper- 
ative, and will save at least $100 million a year. 

However, this will also require additional federal 
funds, according to the article, to improve facilities 
and equipment, as well as positive action. Both Con- 
gress and the Administration need your support to 
offset the powerful pressure groups attempting to 


+a. petard the acceptance of the ZIP code and the instal- ~~ 


lation of automatic sorting devices. 

The increase in mail volume, plus the normal 
35,000 a year attrition leaving the service, makes it 
possible for Post Office. officials to guarantee that 
no worker will be fired or downgraded by ZIP or 
mechanization. But the unions refuse to believe 
this and are fighting hard for a delay. 

“If we continue postal operations as they are,” 
Postmaster General Lawrence O’Brien said, “‘there’s 
no doubt that in a couple of years we could be facing 
a true disaster in the mails.”

Mr. Lawrence pointed out the 
by-products of the forests - maple 
syrup, home for wild life, used 
as food, mushrooms and berries 
which provide occasions for 
family outings and recreation 
too, There are over 100 state 
forest camp-sites located mostly.
